A chief attraction of the Museum in winter lies in the opportu- 
nity to wander around the galleries in relative quiet. Each time 
I do so, an artifact from the collection “speaks” to me - breaking 
that silence to encourage a closer look. 


My latest walkabout was inspired by an 1852 letter written by 
Harriet Beecher Stowe to the abolitionist magazine The National 
Era. Mrs. Stowe lived in Brunswick from 1850 until 1852, and it 
was there that she wrote her masterwork novel Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin (originally published in installments in The National Era). 
Two long “letters from Maine” describe the natural beauties 
and people she came to know. A vessel moored up in a coastal 
inlet prompted this rapturous description that ties Maine’s 
landscape to her commerce with the world: 


One of the most peculiar and romantic features of these secluded 
wood-embosomed waters of Maine is this sudden apparition of shtp- 
ping and sea craft, in which wild and lonely places, that they seem to 
you, as the first ships did to the simple savages, to be visitants from 
the spirit land. You are riding in a lonely road, by some bay that 
seems to you like a secluded inland lake; you check your horse, to 
notice the fine outline of the various points, when lo! from behind one 
of them, swan-like, with wings all spread, glides in a ship from India 
or China, and wakes up the silence, by tumbling her great anchor into 
the water. A ship, of itself a child of romance — a dreamy, cloudlike, 
poetic thing — and that ship connects these piney hills and rocky 
shores, these spruces and firs, with distant lands of palm and spice, 
and speaks to you in these solitudes, of groves of citron and olive.

Distant lands of palm and spice! We have all felt that call of 
maritime romance from time to time. But romance must always 
be balanced by a measure of reality. Examining each of Stowe’s 
points in turn, let us wonder about the “sudden apparition of 
shipping in... wild and lonely places.” Certainly, vessels did 
sometimes anchor in out-of-the-way coves. But Maine’s true 
centers of commerce were her busy seaports, where wharves, 
docks, workers, and an infrastructure built around commerce 
made it possible to transship and distribute goods. The chances 
of a vessel coming to anchor in a back cove directly from an 
oceangoing voyage seem small, although it makes a nice poetic 
conceit. . 


What about the ship gliding in, all sails set, from India or 

China? This wonderful impression belies the reality that very 

few Maine-owned ships actually traded with the “distant lands 
of palm and spice” — Asia and the East Indies. A few more 
might have brought scents of Mediterranean or Californian 
“groves of citron and olive.” While many Maine-built ships, 
trading for Boston or New York owners, did visit these exotic 
climes, Maine-owned vessels were largely engaged in trade 
with England, Europe and the West Indies. Trade from Maine 
in the 1850s consisted of lumber and other northern raw mate- 
rials traded in southern ports for cotton, which was then car- 
ried to Le Havre and Liverpool where finished goods or immi- 
grants were loaded for the return to New York. The West Indies 
trade for molasses, sugar, and rum was also active. 
Entrepreneurs here tended to concentrate capital in building 
ships, and in trade closer to home, rather than in shipping to 
the other side of the world. 


And finally, the ship as a “child of romance.” Beautiful in 
appearance, in motion, in the efficiency with which it could 
move under wind power, the ship was in reality a floating plat- 
form for work of the hardest kind, often performed under 
dreadful conditions. Young men took to the sea with the gleam 
of romance in their eye. Most soon awoke to the harsh reality of 
work four hours on, four hours off for months at a stretch, to 
constant wet and cold, crowded living conditions with inade- 
quate food, ventilation, or medical care, and, at the end of the 
voyage, little to show for it. A lucky few, by breeding or inclina- 
tion, rose to command the vessels and to share in the profits 
gleaned from trade. But for masses of seafarers, the sailor’s life 


was gaining a reputation for what it truly was: a very hard way 
to make a living. 


While enjoying the romantic, if fanciful, pictures in Harriet 
Beecher Stowe’s “Letter from Maine,” let us listen to the intent 
of Stowe’s words - words that draw the indisputable link 
between Maine’s piney shores and the wide world. Her letter 
pinpoints Maine as both a salty and a worldly place. 


Which brings me back to walking about the Museum, listening 
to artifacts of the 1840s and 1850s. Many of our displays por- 
tray Maine’s seafaring enterprises in that era: the vessels and 
coastal towns, the people and the objects they used. Maritime 
commerce brought coastal Maine new ideas, exotic goods, and 
employment opportunities for shipbuilders, seafarers, and mar- 
itime entrepreneurs of all stripes. 


One such mariner, William Stanwood Skolfield, was immortal- 
ized in a reverse painting on glass by Petrus Weyts, a Belgian 
painter who captured the image of Skolfield’s bark Sarah Ann 
of Brunswick passing Flushing in 1845. The master himself is 
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seen peering though a long spyglass. Both painting and tele- 
scope are now in the Museum’s collections, as is an octant 
belonging to Capt. Skolfield — one of almost 30 captains in the 
Skolfield family of shipbuilders, mariners and merchants. The 
Sarah Ann traded from Brunswick across the Atlantic from her 
building in 1844 until she was sold to Boston owners in 1858. 
(Perhaps she was the swan-like ship that Harriet Beecher Stowe 
saw letting down anchor in a Casco Bay cove.) 


H.A. Hilling’s painting of Bath in 1844 shows the river filled with 
vessels and prominent shipbuilding activity. 


Near the portrait of the Sarah Ann hang two contrasting records 
of maritime life on the Kennebec. H.A. Hilling’s painting of 
Bath in 1844 shows the river filled with vessels, all sailing craft 
but for one lonely auxiliary steamer. Shipbuilding activity is 
almost as prominent as the houses and church steeples that line 
the shores. It is an optimistic work of great activity. Nearby is 
portrayed the tragic end of a voyage - the ship Hanover meeting 
her end in November 1849. A dramatic work by a contempo- 
rary, but unknown, painter shows her breaking up at the 
mouth of the Kennebec, cargo and human lives dashed upon 
the rocks and shore. A wicker cargo basket salvaged from the 
wreck is in the Museum collections. The painting was dis- 
played in public places (for a small admission fee) around the 
region shortly after the disaster that claimed all twenty-four 
lives on board. It’s even possible that Harriet Beecher Stowe 
and her family might have seen this painting, or one like it, in 
the aftermath of the Hanover disaster. 


Many other artifacts speak of the clipper ship era, which began 
in the mid-1840s, fueled by the high values of Oriental cargo, 
and was boosted by the discovery of gold in California in late 
1848. Maine shipbuilders built relatively few clippers, but these 
are well represented here by a model of the Red Jacket 
(Thomaston, 1853); Buttersworth’s magnificent painting of the 
clipper Warner (1851) rounding Cape Horn; and sailing cards 
promoting the speed of these sleek vessels. The clipper Snow 
Squall, built in South Portland in 1851, now rests the last of her 
bones here at the Museum. 


Looking at these objects led me to the library, to seek the con- 
text of the times. The Maine Register and Business Directory for 
1855 provides evidence of many thriving maritime industries, 
listing dozens of professions and trades: bait suppliers, black- 
smiths, boat builders, bridge and wharf builders, coopers, fish 
dealers, pump & block makers, riggers, sailmakers, saw mills,

ship bread manufactures, ship builders, ship’s cabin work, ship 
joiners, chandlers, suppliers of ship’s knees, plugs and wedges, 
ship’s wheel and capstan manufacturing, shipsmiths, and so 
on. Not listed were the thousands of fishermen, craftsmen, sea- 
farers who did not create or distribute goods, but whose living 
nonetheless depended on such production. 


And there were many shipping merchants. A list of purveyors 
of “West India Goods” goes on for several pages, hinting at the 
significance of Portland’s venerable West Indies trade in pro- 
duce and dried fish for rum, sugar and molasses. Portland 
supported a coffee and spice mill to grind and distribute the 
exotic imports of the southern and eastern hemispheres. Cotton 
manufacturing occurred in a dozen or so mills around the state, 
branch evidence of another flourishing overseas trade: southern 
cotton traded to Europe and England. Eight or ten ice dealers 
were in business, but many more iron dealers and foundries. A 
large number of lime dealers or suppliers of lime casks indi- 
cates the ongoing importance of this extractive industry. Blue 
Hill boasted several “pogy oil factories” where fish oil was 
pressed, for use in tanning leather. 


In many ways, the early 1850s were boom years in the econom- 
ic cycle: maritime trade and shipbuilding reached heights that 
declined abruptly when a financial panic hit in 1857. Soon after- 
wards, shipbuilding and trade suffered from the depredations 
of the Civil War, the mounting pressures of industrial change, 
and the opening of the American west. 


For Harriet Beecher Stowe, writing in 1852, great clouds of sail, 
busy harbors, and full shipbuilding ways were happy signs of 
the times. But even Stowe’s great romantic spirit could sense that 
things were changing in this bucolic Maine. Customary ways of

life, farming, fishing, shipbuilding, and commerce would soon 
be buffeted by the winds of change. Her letter continues, 


We pray the day may never come when any busy Yankee shall find a 
substitute for ship sails, and take from these spirits Of the wat es their 
glorious white wings, and silent, cloud-like movement for any fuss 
and sputter of steam and machinery. It will be just like some Yankee 
to do it. That race will never rest till everything antique and poetic ts 
drilled out of the world...[and would] be right glad to transform the 
winged ship into some disagreeable greasy combination of machinery, 
if it would only come cheaper... 


Of course, that change did come to pass. The wings of sail were 
overcome by the practicalities of steam, diesel, and nuclear- 
powered vessels. Passenger steamers and freighters gradually 
took over until the last remnants of sail plied the coast with 
bulk cargoes, principally coal to warm the cities and power the 
industries that became more and more part of American life as 
the 19" century went on. Those changes, too, are documented 
in the Museum’s collections. 


Why not brave the late-winter weather and come visit the 
Museum again? Chances are that something will speak to you, 
if not from the 1850s, perhaps from an earlier or more recent 
era. Here you can open your eyes and ears to echoes of another 
time, while the winter is quiet enough to do so.

It is published Monday through Friday at noon and hosts 
an online version at www.timesrecord.com. The newspa- 
per also runs a large web-offset and sheet-fed commercial 
printing operation out of its Brunswick facility. 


The Times Record we know today actually published its first 
edition in 1967, having been the result of a merger of two 
other newspapers; The Bath Daily Times and The Brunswick 
Record, taking its name from each. The local ownership of 
The Bath Daily Times dates back to 1897, which was former- 
ly a weekly begun in 1820. The Brunswick Record was 
founded in 1902, with lineage as far back as 1853.

Discovery Boatbuilding is back! 


At this time of year, the Boatshop is filled with the smells of a 
woodstove burning and freshly cut cedar, as the sounds of pen- 
cils and erasers fill the loft. And it’s not Will West, the Boatshop 
manager, who’s doing the lofting — it’s the South Bristol 8th 
grade class. This year’s students will be building two 12-foot 
banks dories, a change from building skiffs as they have for the 
past seven years! 


South Bristol School's 8th grade class, which consists of seven 
students, began lofting their boats in early January. As the stu- 
dents studied their plans and measured the exact dimensions to 
full-scale, looks of puzzlement were replaced with beaming 
smiles as they began to see the lines of the dories take shape on 
the lofting floor. The decision to build dories seemed a natural 
fit with the rich fishing history of the town of South Bristol. This 
year, the Boatbuilding Program has been coordinated with the 
students’ daily studies. They investigate the history of the dory 
as part of their writing class and use the dory’s design to explain 
buoyancy and Archimedes’ Principle in their science class. 


At the time this was written, there were only sixteen Fridays 
left to work on the boats, and a great deal of work yet to be
